Indianapolis, Ind.; Sept. 16.—The ban 
dit who boarded a L.ake Erie and West- 
ern passenger train at Arcaaia, Ind., List 
night and robbed 
the 
express car of 
packages 
of 
currency 
and 
jewelry 
thought to be worth $2,500, was .still at 
large today. 


R. A. Williams,, the messenger, who 
was compelled to stand with his hands 
above his head while the robber Ipoted 
the safe, was taken to the sccue of the 
hold-up early 
today to 
go 
over the 
ground with detectives. 


Arcadia, the scene of the/robbery, is 
twenty-eight miles nor^east of Indian 
apolis, and the hold-up occurred about 
9:30 o'clock last night. 
The train had 
stopped a^ Arcadia'and the bandit swung 
aboard the express car as it was leaving 
the station. 
Pointing a revolver at the 
frightened messenger, who was at tho 
safe putting away a package of money 
received at ^Arcadia, he forced the mes- 
senger. against the side .of the car and 
still keeping him coyered, placed four- 
teen packages, twelve of which contain- 
ed money and two jewelry, into a sack 
Jumps From Train. 


As soon as .he completed his work be 
pulled the bell cord and jumped from the 
train at Cicero. Here he boarded an au- 
tomobile in which it is said two other 
men were seated, which apparently was 
in waiting and drove in the direction of 
Noblesville, twenty-one miles northeast 
of here. 


The express messenger was unable to 
state the enact amotmt of money ob- 
tained, but estimated it at about .$3,000. 
He described the bandit as a young man 
wearing a red bandana handkerchief for 
a mask. 


The Mesenger's Statement. 


R. A. Williams, of Indiar^polis. was 
the express messenger on the train. 
In 
a statement he said:' ' 


"As tho train stopped at Arcadia I 
received ^nd signed for a package from 
the agent there and called 'all right' 
him as . the train pulled out. 
The door 
of the car is extraordinarily heavy and 
hard tb close and it is the custom to 
use both hands to it. 


"I laid the package I had received 
from him on top of the safe so as to 
havfe both hands free and turned for 
the purpose of closing the door. 
As I 
faced the door the man's^form loomorl 
up between me and the bpening. 
At 
first glance I 
supposed it 
was 
th 
brakeman 
or another 
member of the 
train crew and was not alarmed. 


"Then the man exclaimed 'hold up 
your hands; I've been looking for th 
chance for a month,' and then I no- 
ticed that he held a revolver. 'He kept 
advancing toward me with the revolver 
in his hands extended and I obeyed his 
«l$3r. 
Then he 
pulled my 
own 
re- 
vc)N*r from ray belt, and with it in one 
hand and his own in the other he or- 
dered me to open the safe door. 
To 
gain time I started to argue with him, 
telling him that there was nothing in 
the safe worth taking. 


"'Do as I tell you or I'll blow j-our 
head off' he exclaimed. 
I opened the 
safe. 
Then he ordered me to the front 
end of the car and told me to stand 
with ray face to the wall and not look 
around 
or he would turn both gtms 
loose on rae. I stood with my face to 
the wall and hands up,^t;^continued to 
look around. 
Ho w^rched 
me 
con- 
stantly while at w o ^ at the safe, I 
saw him fake the packages from the 
interior and drop them into a 
hung under his coat." 


"AATien he began to handle the.books 
that are kept in the safe,, I protested 
saying: 
'Don't take those books; they 
will do you no good.' 


Swung Off Into Darkness. 


"He worked at the 
safe, dropping 
packages into the sack until we came 
within a short distance of the station 
at Cicero. 
Then he went-back to the

door of the car and swtmg off into the 
darkness.

"As soon as I was sure he was gone 
I pulled 
the bell cord that set the 
emergency brakes and brought the train 
to a stop within about a square and a 
half of the station.

from the Arcadia station and the rob- 
ber got ofT on the side away from tho 
station." 


Neither Williams nor any official of 
the American Express company at thy 
company's office was able to say last 
night what was the value of the pack- 
ages taken. 
The packages were remit- 
tances made daily from each station of 
the railroad 
and 
had 
been 
collected 
from Michigan City southward. 
The 
packages usually contain from $8 to 
$400, but the amount is not limited, 
the messenger said. 
Neither the mes- 
senger nor officials of the local office 
of the company know what the pack- 
ages contained. 
It is probable the me^- 
senger said, that many of the packages 
contained checks, some he knew con-' 
tained currency and two contained jew- 
elry 
that

The packages all weie 
addres-sed to the Indiana National bank 
in Indianapolis. 
It is likely, the mes- 
senger said he believed, that as much

$2,500

Cline and Mayor Hosey will prwrent re- 
currence, of flood disasters not only in 
Fort Wayne but in the upper valley of 
the Wabash. Congressman Cline will ask 
Major Dan Kllngman, chief engineer of 
the war department, to incorporate in his 
report on the proposed Michigan and Erie 
barge canal a recommendation that the 
channel of the Maumee be deepened and 
straightened between Fort Wayne and the 
Ohio line. 


Mayor Hosey has written to Mayor 
Hamniond, of Peru, a letter in which 
the co-operation of the Upper Wabash 
Valley Flood Prevention association« is 
requested in getting federal attedition 
to the Maumee valley 
improvements. 
Mayor Hosey points out in his letter 
how the great overflow of flood waters 
across thè Wabash-St. Mary's divide, aa 
was the case in March, 1!)13, tremen- 
dously aggravates flood conditions in 
the upper Wabtish valley and how this 
overflow is due to the inadequacy of 
the Maumee channel to carry off the 
tides of the St. Mary's and St^ Joe 
rivers which are joined in Foft Wayne/.

Teutonic Residents of Rus- 
sia Comprised a Mighty 
Multitude. 


(Bulletin). 


Washington, D. C.. Sept. 19.—"Hun- 
dreds of thousands of Germans were liv- 
ing under the scepter of the Tsar when 
the world-war broke out, the Teutonic 
subjects of Russia being greater many 
times in nxunber than the combined Ger- 
man sojourners of all the other allied 
nations," according to a bulletin just is- 
sued by the National Geographic society. 
"Until very recent j'ears, the condition 
of these German colonists in Russia was 
that 
of favored 
citizens, of 
citizens 
specially entrusted with the work 
of 
developing the empire. With the strong 
revival of the Great Russian policy, that 
of the Russification of the whole mon- 
ster land, however, German Schools were 
suppressed and other 
measures were 
adopted toward making the Teutonic 
citizens good Slavs. 


"The Tsar's German subjects formed 
a much more important element 
ïn 
Russia than is generally 
considered. 
From their ranks were recruited 
the 
model artisans and peasant proprietors, 
while they furnished a significant quota 
to the ranks of Russia's professional 
men,- business men and technical work- 
ers. Descendants of the German colon- 
ists who were brought into the empire 
by Catherine the Great, herself a Ger- 
man princess, were prominent layyers, 
university teachers, scientists, engineersj 
army leaders, captains of industry and 
of commerce, and members of the Rus- 
sian bureaucracy and diplomatic corps. 


"For generations, these German col- 
onists and their Slav neighbors have 
gotten along amicably with one another. 
Their attitude, on both sides, has beetn 
one of tolerance and good nature. 
The 
German language served as a medium of 
communication everywhere, whether at 
tetrograd or Vladivostock. at Archangel 
or Kherson. 
The colonists mostly per- 
sisted in the use of their mother tongue; 
sent tlieir children to German schools; 
celebrated their 
religion in Lutheran 
churches, presided over by , the 
type German-Lutheran pastors, and kept 
to the customs which they brought with 
them from Saxony, from Bavaria and 
from Westphalia. 
' 
* 


"Russian Germans weffe divided into 
four classes: The colonists, the business 
classes, the intellectuals and the nobil- 
ity. 
The German nofcility, the owners 
of vast estates, were mostly confined 
to the Baltic provinces. The history of 
their services to the land of their adop- 
tion forms no unimportant 
part 
in 
Russian annals. 
On the other hand, 
Russia has been lavish with her favors 
to her German citizens. 
Courland, Li- 
vonia Md Esthonia were the provincial 
seats of the powerful Teutonic Russian 
nobility, old German families with an- 
cestral lines clear 
through centuries. 
They have filled the high places in Rus- 
sian state honorably and ably, 
and 
there has never been any question 
of 
their loyalty. 
Practléally^ all of them 
were Lutherans. 


"The intellectuals—lawyers, 
doctors, 
artists, engineers, scientists, architects, 
pastors, and so on—, and Ûie business 
classes of Germans in Russian domin- 
ions', formed the Tsar's most important 
division of Teutonic gi^bjecta. In many 
of the towns, the Geraan intellectuals 
furnished occupants for . all the 
best 
posts, while; from the ranks of the same 
people cam^ a preponderating' 
number 
of the millionaires, feutonic tradesmen, 


manufacturers and travelers, have been 
busied in the development of every cor« 
ner Of" the empire. Before the war, they 
were to be found in all parts of 
the 
latnd doing a thriving business. 


"The German colonists were agricul- 
turists. 
They were first brought into 
Russia by Catherine the Great, in 
the 
hope that they would serve as teachers 
of better and more scientific farming to 
their new fellow 
citizens, and vast 
grants of land were made to them. Ona 
^ 
belt of settlement reaches down the 
|[P 
Volga valley, 
from 
Tver, branching 
south from the Volga to Kharkof. Many 
privileges were given to these settler», 
and their colonies rapidly grew rich., 
. 
Many villages were planted with fruit» 
trees; their farms were operated with 
Germanic thrift and attention to busi- 
ness, and the more advanced methods 
of agriculture in use in their old homes _ 
were put into / practice. 
Their 
Slav 
neighbors, in many cases, profited by 
example and learned much from Teu- 
tonic management. 
The position of the 
colonist, however, was better than thaii 
of hi^ neighbor. 
He was never a serff 
but a peasant proprietor: and. therefore, 
he enjoyed a many years* handicap over 
the Russian peasant. 
It is these colon- 
ists in Central Russia who have been 
the barkbone and the sinew of Russian 
agriculture.

Have you noticed that 
some sentences require books to ex- 
plain them and some sentences are re- 
quired to explain books? You have no- 
ticed, too, that

ing, and that others are so simple that 
to try to-express them differently is 
to obscure their meaning; some are so 
inexplicable that they cannot be ex- 
plained, and some are so simple and 
plain that they cannot be explained. 
As I said first: some sentences require 
Looks to explain them, and some sen- 
tences are required to explain books. 
It is so with human lives. 
There are 
fiome sentences tltat alone are sufficient 
to explain human life. 


Such is this sentence. 
It 
is 
the 
great sentence in Christ's life. 
It ex- 
plains more ihan any other sentence he 
ever used. 
It explains Christ himself, 
it explains His mission, it explains ^Hfs 
temperament, it explains His holiness, 
it explains His power. 


It is not so hard to explain power, 
but it is very hard to explain Christ's 
power. 
There are men of power today 
but we know where they got it and 
we can trace it liack to. father or moth- 
er, or college or environment. 
More 
than that, we can compass their power, 
we can reach around it, we can see and 
say how much, how large it is. 
More 
than that, we understand the power 
because it is not different from ours ex- 
cept in degree. 
But we cannot com- 
pass, we cannot 
describe, we cannot 
understand His power. 
We ran marvel 
at it. 
We can stand beside the leper 
or the blind or the dying or the dead 
and we can marvel at the restoration of 
sight or health or life itself, but we 
cannot understand His power. We can- 
not explain it. 
But this text can ex- 
plain it and if we could but understand 
it all in all. we could understand his 
power all in all. 
PV.r this text tells us 
where Girist got His power: he went to 
the Father and got It. 
His disciples 
ought to liave known that for they used 
to see Him go. for He kept not the 
source of His strength hid from their 
eyes. 
They saw Him at I^zarus' tomb. 
They heard him say: "Roll awa^^ 
the 
stone." 
And though it took 
much 
strength to move that mighty rock, they 
knew that it ^vould take far more to 
mo\'e the dead body that lay within. 
They watched Hiin as He gathered pow- 
tr. they saw Hiin as He knitted His

dollar, 
forces a problem of great concern upon 
the church. 


The church is a fraternal and spiritual 
institution. It is expected to be a force 
in society, and ought to be sufficiently 
djTiamic to transform society. It is the 
leaven in the lump of society. 


It is a great intellectual task 
that 
confronts the church—that of adjusting 
itseli to the stress of these new times, 
and of getting its bearings. 
But the 
timp h-Ts come to make the start. 
Old 
methods, old platitudes, old forms and 
ways of doing things will not do for 


these hustling, busy times. 
The gospel 
must be preached today with living ap- 
plication to ail phases of our modern 
life. 


The church must develop great per- 
sona iities to take hold of the social 
pnihlcins in the most efficient manner.

of 
Other 
Products 
Which 
Will 
Grive Employment to More 
Men and Capital Than at 
Present. 


Olvmpia, Wash.. Sept. 15.—The day 
prohibition becomes effective in Wash- 
ington, anti-prohibitionists 
say, 
prop- 
erty valued at many thousands of dol- 
lars will be destroyed; 
thousands of 
men and women will be thrown out of 
work and forced to seek employment in 
a market where the employment sup- 
ply already far exceeds the demand. 


The prohibitionists, on the other 
hand, point simply to the work of 
preparation now going on in prac- 
tically every brewery of the state 
to convert these 
liquor 
factories 
into factories that will turn out 
other products. 
The brewery men* admit they are 
making these preparations, but belittle 
the results. 
Nevertheless, the work of 
preparation goes on. 
In some parts of 
the state it has been completed. 


The Olympia Brewing company re- 
cently bought out the 
Farmers' 
Co- 
operative creamery at 
Olympia, 
and 
converted part of their brewery into a 
dairy products plant, where they are 
manufacturing butter, ice and ice cream, 
and storing eggs. 


This was done, they explain gloom- 
ily, because it' was necessary to k^ep 
their ice plant going, despite the fact 
that their output of beer was decreas- 
ing in anticipation of prohibition. 
The 
crcamerv was established to keep the 
ice plant's efficiency up to standard. 


But just the same the creamery is 
operating, and a big auto truck is busy 
every day gathering cream from ' tho 
farmers in a territory within a radius 
oi 40 mile-s of the creamery. 


The brewery concern also has en- 
gaged in the manufacture of fruit bev- 
erages, at its bottling works. 


This opens up another fteld of in- 
dustry. 
The company is at present 
getting its fruit extracts, from Oregon 
orchards p d vineyards, .but would get 
them nearer home if a supply wera 
available. 


The fruit juice' industry has proven 
profitable in California, and it prom- 
ises to become a big factor in Wash- 
ington after the dry law' become« ef- 
fective..

The agitation which for tiiu past years 
has been carried on in almost everj' com- 
munity to secure rigid milk standards 
and to obtain legislation to force clari 
fication, pasteurization 
or certification 
of the total milk supply has awakened 
in every housewife the spirit and the 
desire to ascertain for herself the best 
solution of the bothersome milk prob 
lem. 


At one of the many conferences 
of 
food experts, bacteriologists, physicians 
and nurses held at the exposition this

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A Ten-Story Structure is 
Planned by Clubs of 
St. Louis. 


St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 15.—A lO-story 
building, the first floor of which will be 
fitted.out with assembly rooms and com- 
mittee rooms for the various Avomen's 
clubs, is a plan being pushed to early 
completion by officials of the Woman's 
Council. 
:Mrs. William H. Utter, pres- 
ident of the organization and one of the 
-sponsors of the project, said the build- 
ing will be made self sustaining by 
leasiníí the upper floors for offices. 


The plane for the office building grew 
out of a tentative proposal to build a 
structure that could be used solely by 
•women's clubs ns a meeting place, and 
as genei-al headquarters. 
After a dis- 
c\ission among the club women inter- 
ested, the origial plan was abandoned, 
and it was decided that the building 
should be self supporting. 
This neces- 
sitated the incorporation of the office 
building feature, and, finally, the adop- 
tion of the plan now considered.

THE HORSE AND ITS <X>ST. 


Carefully conducted . Investigations 
by the agricultural department of the 
university of Minnesota, as . well as 
Ihose conducted by the ofllce of farm 
management of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, show 
that 
snder ordinary conditions on -Ameri- 
:an farms work houses are utilized 
>nly about three and a half hours a 
lay on the average. 
Horse power is 
thus utilized to less than half its ca- 
pacity. 
Per unit of work done this 
power costs more than twice what it 
should cost. The full utilization of the 
power actually available would thus 
reduce materially the cost of produc- 
ing crops. The cost of keeping a work 
horse is on the average about $125 a 
year. 
The average utilization of the 
horse is about 1250 hours a year, at 
an hourly cost of 10'cents per hour. 
If we double the number of hours' 
work the horse does—^and this can be 
done without Injury to the animal— 
we reduce the hourly cost to five cents.

Musk grasses belong to the great 
group of plants which include forms 
known as frog spit, green slime, and 
seaweeds. 
Most of the musk grasses 
live in fresh water. 
These plants are 
translucent and fragile, dull green in 
color, and are often incrusted with 
lime. 
This has given them one of 
their common names, limeweed. Other 
names are etonewort, flue moss (Mich- 
igan), oyster grass and nigger ' wool 
(North 
Carolina), and skunk 
grass 
(Massachusetts).' The latter name and 
the name musk grass, refer to a strong 
odor given ofE by a mass of the plants 
when freshly taken from the water. 


Frogblt. 


Frogblt is an abundant inhabitant 
of some of tlie shallow cypress-mar- 


gined lakes In Louisiana. It produces 
spherical fruits filled with gelatinous 
matter In which are a multitude of 
seeds, eagerly sought by ducks. Nearly 
18 per cent of the food of 308 mal- 
lards collected In that locality from 
October to March, inclusive, consisted 
of these seeds. 
From 8,000 to 10,000 
were found in each of several stom- 
achs 
and one 
contained 
32,000. 
Twenty-five 
stomachs 
of 
ringneck

ducks collected In December contained 
35 per cent of these eagerly sought 
seeds. 
Frogblt is extensively used in 
aquaria and water gardens, and may 
be obtained from dealers in plants for 
such purposes. The plants themselves 
should be set out In water a few inches 
deep over a mucky bottom or in soft 
mud near the water's edge. 
Frogblt 
has been found in parts of New York, 
New Jersey and Delaware, but the 


diana to the river bottoms of eastern 
Texaa, and from western Tennessee 
and southeastern North Carolina to 
Florida. 
This plant thrives in swamps

streams. 
The tree seldom exceeds 40 
feet In height and 20 inches in diam- 
eter, and Is usually much smaller.

Thalia. 


The writer's only experience with 
thalia as a wild-duck food was in 
Florida, 
Here a slough filled with a 
tall growth of these elegant 
planta 
was a favorita resort of ducks, es- 
pecially mallards. 
The evidence Is 
sufficient to show that thalia "has great 
possibilities as a wild-duck food. The 
seeds are large and nutritious and 
are borne in great abundance. The 
leaf is much like that of canna, and 
may measure 6 inches wide and 15 
Inches long. The plant Is native from 
Florida to southern 
Arkansas and 
Texas, and doubtless - It will thrive as 
far north as South Carolina and Mis- 
souri. 


Water Elm. 


That trees should produce food for 
wild ducks is at first thought surpris- 
ing, but many do, as oaks, thorns, 
hollies, ashes, hackberries and others; 
none is of more value for this pur- 
pose, however, than the water elm. 


The range of the water elm extends 
from the-lower Wabash valley in In-

falls In a month or six weeks, but It 
has been found on the trees as late 
as August. 
The fruits, which are 
very numerous, drop into the water 
Immediately upon ripening. 


Eel-Grass. 
Few who have written of the habits 
of sea brant have failed to mention 
Its fondness for eel-grass. 
The rela- 
tion between this species of bird and 
I plant seems to be as close as. if not 


closer than, that existing between the 
noted fresh-water pair, the canvas- 
back duck and wild cherry. All nor- 
mal stomach contents of the common 
brant thus, fav examined conelated ex- 
clusively of eel-gran. 


Eel-grass oonslsta of bunches of lonir 
tape-like leaves which. rise from 
jointed-fibroas-rooted creeping 
stem. 
The leaves grow In small bundles from 
the end of the root-stock 
or Its 
branches, and may reach a length of 
6 feet. 


This plant grows only In salt water. 
In North' America It is found from 
Greenland to the Gulf of Mexico, and 
from Alaska to southern California. 
It is common along shores facing t^e 
open ocean, but also grows In bays.

and even lagoons where the water is 
far less salt than the sea. 


Watercress. 
Knowledge of the Importance of 
watercress as a duck food is derived 
entirely from breeders of wild ducks, 
who almost without exception consider 
it a valuable plant for a duck farm. 
Not only is It relished, but !t Is said 
to grow so fast In some places that 
the ducks can not eat it out. "Water- 
cress occurs practically throughout the 
entire United States. 


Watercress is usually 
propagated 
by seed, which may be obtained from 
most seedsmen. 
The plant is easily 
transplanted by cuttings. It grows In 
springs, brooks, small streams and 
shallow ponds. 
Waters In which it is 
found are usually cool and have some 
current. 
It may be sown In similar- 
situations at any time during spring 
or summer.

Don't get discouraged If the first 
attempt does not prove successful, but 
keep experimenting until jnou do suc- 
ceed. 
Don't fall to. properly label the 
specimens, giving name, variety, whex* 
and by whom produced. 


The formulas follow: 
For berries and all fruits — Clear 
water, white kerosine is frequently 
used with good results with straw- 
berries, blackberries, raspberries and 
currants. 
Be sure that no drops of 
water remain on the berries. 


All fruits and vegetables—^To every 
gallon of water, add one-half ounce 
corrosive sublimate. 
This has given 
good satisfaction with nearly all kinds 
of fruit and vegetables and should It 
become clouded or dim can be re- 
newed. Must be handled with caution, 
as It is rank poison. 
Peas placed in 
jars with pods cracked open make « 
nice display. 


For firm, smooth-skinned fruits—< 
To every gallon of water add ons 
quart of glucose and one-half ounc« 
formaldehyde. 
This 
does well fof 
pears, peaches, prunes, grapes, cher- 
ries, currants and gooseberries, bul 
not for logan berries, black or rasp- 
berries. 


For light colored fruit—To every 
gallon of water add two ounces car- 
bonate of soda, six and a half ounce« 
potassium nitrate (saltpeter), one and 
a half ounces glycerin«. 


For dark colored fruit and berries—' 
To one gallon of water add six and 
one-half 
ounces 
potassium 
nitrate, 
one-quarter ounce formaldehyde and 
one ounce glycerine.

M C E AND MITES. 


The free use of an effective lice pow- 
der is always in order in the poultry 
house. 


A dust bath is very essential In rid- 
ding the fowls of lice. 


In applying powder hold the fowl by 
the feet, head down, and work tha 
powder well down into the feathers. 


The free use of kerosene on the 
roosts and in the cracks will extermin- 
ate mites. 


Whitewash is very effective against 
vermin. 


Pasture Mixtures 


Instead of seeding timothy 
alone 
the following mixture is suggested, 
per a c r ^ 
Timothy, 10 pounds; red 
clover, 8 pounds; alsike, 2 pounds; or- 
chard grass, 4 pounds; Italian rye 
grass, 
5 
pounds; 
English 
rye, 4 
pounds; 
meadow fescue, 4 pounds. 
Buch a mixture will give a heavier hay 
crop and hay of better quality than 
timothy alone, and when left as pas- 
ture will afford a much greater quan- 
tity of forage throughout the growing 
season besides being earlier. 
Ken- 
tucky bluegrass will usually come into 
the pasture of its own accord but can 
be hastened by seeding about 5 pounds 
with the mixture mentioned above. If 
tb« sra^ses mentioned above are not 
available, then a mixture of 12 pounds 
of timothy, 8 pounds of common red 
clover, 4 pounds of mammoth clover, 
and 4 pounds of alsike may be seeded. 


The grasses should be seeded In the 
fall with the winter grain and the 
clovers In early spring when the frost 
jgoes out. or both may be seeded to- 
gether with the spring grain. 
If a 
grass-seed attachment to the grain 
drill is not available, the seed may 
be mixed In the proper proportions 
with the isrraln in the grain box and 
allowed to run down the grain tube 
with the grain. 


The timothy and clover will be avail- 
able for hay the first year after the 
grain is cut. By the third year a 
good permanent sod will be secured 
that, if properly cared for, will im- 
prove with age. Such pastures will 
not produce much feed during periods 
of Intensive drought, but If they have 
been properly cared for will begin to 
grow again as soon as rains come. To 
avoid as much as possible the injury 
from drought it is essential that pas- 
tures be not grazed too closely. 
There 
should be a good 
green 
cover or 
"grass mulch" in order to protect the 
roots from the hot sun. 
Such a pas- 
ture will remain green longer during 
ary weather and will begin to grow 
as soon as the drought is broken, thus 
shortening the period of bare pastures.

Few people realize the Importance of 
handling apples with care while pick- 
ing, packing, and marketing. 
Apples 
are bruised very easily and especially 
those varieties having a • tender flesh 
or skin. Bruises mean not only an un- 
attractive appearance, but a real waste 
of fruit by having to cut out the

bruised tissue. 
Probably the greatest 
damage from bruises, however, results 
from the fact that the bruises furnish 
an entrance for fungus or rot spores. 
These spores, or "fungus seeds," are 
as fine as dust and float in the air. If 
they happen to lodge on a bruised or 
broken spot on the apple, they take 
root and grow and spread 
through 
the apple, causing it to rot. 
Wrapping 
or covering the apple may not always 
protect It, as the spores may have 
lodged on the apple before It was 
picked. However, if the skin and flesh 
of the apple can" be kept Intact and 
not bruised or broken, there Is not 
much danger of the fungus or rot flnd- 
Ing its way into the apple. 


To prevent bruising, apples should 
not be dropped or thrown 
into a 
bucket, box or barrel, and In pouring 
from one vessel to another care should 
be taken that the apples are as close 
as possible to the bottom of the vessel 
In which you are placing them before 
the pouring begins. If a pail is used 
to pick in. It should be small enough 
to lower into the boxes and. even then 
holding 
back the apples with the 
hands Is a good idea, as it breaks the 
fall and lessens the bruising. No apple 
which falls from the tree should be 
allowed to go Into the first grade 
apples. 


First-class fruit In flrst-class shape 
will probably develop an inquiry for 
more of the same kind. 


There Is almost as much In the 
selling of apples as In the growing. 
Watch the markets and always have 
your fruit ready to sell when the 
prices are most favorable. 


It Is folly to spend years In bring- 
ing up a good orchard and then allow 
the buyers to come in and take them 
at their own price. 


Of course It pays well to raise fancy 
apples If all the details of packing 
and selling are attended to, but it 
must be remembered that the bulk of 
the fruit consumed Is of the standard 
variety. 


When apples are shipped from the 
orchard In bulk the packer makes a 
very nice profit in sorting and packing 
In clean boxes or barrels—a thing the 
grower should do himself.

Cholera frequently makes Its ap- 
pearance among pigs 
shortly' 
after 
weaning time, especially where chol- 
erg. existed on the premises the year 
previous. 
Sows that have been vac-

young pigs as long as these are nurs- 
InÉ. but when 
the pigs are 
taken 
away from the sows, and this pro- 
tection is no longer afforded, the pigs 
take cholera very easily if exposed to 
any infection 'lingering on the prem- 
ises from a previous outbreak. 


If signs of cholera make their ap- 
pearance, make preparations to have 
the 
single 
treatment 
administftred 
without delay. 
From fifteen to forty 
cubic centimeters of serum for' each 
pig will be required.

HOG DISEASES. 


Just as soon as It Is noticed that 
a hog Is sick. It should be separated 
from the herd and kept Isolated un- 
til the exact nature of the trouble can 
be determined. 


Diseases which are most frequently 
mistaken for hog cholera are intes- 
tinal worms, various 
digestive dis- 
turbances, lung worms, infiammation 
of the bowels and necrobactllosls. The 
last named disease Is caused by the 
same germ that is responsible for 
fore "mouth and' bull-nose 
of 
pigs. 
Most of the confusion of the two dis- 
eases arises from the fact 
that 
In 
some cases pigs affected With necro- 
baclllosls will show the speckled ap- 
pearance of the kidneys which has 
been looked upon as so characteristic 
of hog cholera. 


Hog cholera serum Is of no value 
In combatting any disease except hog 
cholera.

The Care of the 


Egg on the Farm 


With a view to determining the 
causes of the great loss in eggs, the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture undertook a thorough Investiga- 
tion of the problem. 
The results of 
experiments conducted in Kansas to 
deterniine 
what 
deterioration 
took 
place in eggs when retained 
under 
typical conditions on the farms, in the 
country store, and during transporta- 
tion, are given here. 


The field chosen for the work was 
one where the production and market- 
ing of eggs was an Important factor, 
a location where the co-operation of 
several farmers could be secured, and 
a town that was far enough from a 
central collecting point so that the 
effect of typical transportation condi- 
tions could be observed. 
The eggs 
were collected at a stated time each 
day from several farms, and every 
egg, fertile or infertile, was supposed 
to be absolutely fresh when entered 
in the experiments. 


The different tests included keepingf 
eggs in dwelling house, in cyclone 
cave, in nests provided for laying hens, 
eggs placed under eiittlng hen, under 
corncrib, in nest in weeds or under- 
b r u ^ , in nest in strawstack, and in 
stolen nests for periods varying from 
two to seven days. 


The'tests emphasized the fact that 
Infertile eggs keep better than fertile. 
One-third of the annual loss in eggs 
is due to "blood rings." A blood ring 
j Is caused by the development and sub- 
" sequent death of the embr>-o of a fer- 
tile egg subjected to heat. No embryo 
can develop In an infertile egg, no 
matter how long it may be subjected 
to heat. 
Unless cooled at once and 
kept cool, a fertile egg will spoil in 
hot weather almost as quickly as raw 
milk. 


Some' of the loss due to "rots" and 
"spots"'Is caused by contamination In 
the nest and Is largely, if not entirely, 
preventable. 


Among the results of the tests it 
was found that:'

Eggs kept In the c y c l o n e cave proved 
much better in quality than those kept 
under other condition^: 
^ 


Taking the season as a whole, an 
unhealed room in. a dwelling is not 
conducive to good quality In eggs: 


During the hot summer months the 
conditions surrounding the weed nest, 
the nest in the straw stack, or under 
the corn crib, and the stolen nest, as 
well as the keeping of eggs in the 
house, favor the; production of spots, 
blood rings, and rots. 


A SOUTHERN FARMER'S GUINEAS 


Some people object to the noise 
which guineas make and their wild 
nature, but as summer 
egg-layers, 
guinea hens are hard to beat. 


We have three guinea hens and a 
cock that have the range of the fields, 
and they are the best Insect destroy- 
ers that we have on the farm. 
They 
have a better reputation with us as 
insect destroyers than the thieving 
crow which some writers commend 
so highly for the bugs and worms 
they eat. and they also pay a hand- 
some profit in eggs for any grain they 
may eat. 


The guinea hens I speak of lay an 
egg each day, and they have been 
laying for nearly three months. They 
are likely to keep this up for two 
months yet. 


We have a brood of young guineas 
that are growing nicely—they are a 
cross between the pearl and the white 
guinea, and are growing better than 
we ever got either full-blood to do. 


I never liked the idea of crossing 
breeds, but a cross seems to increase 
the vitality of the guinea. 


Some 
have 
trouble 
finding 
the 
guinea nests, but our guineas . have 
never gone far from the 'house to 
make their nests. 
Sometimes 
they 
lay in the hen nests In the poultry 
house. 


They range long distances from the 


house during the day in search of 
food, but come near the house to lay. 


Guineas are marketed at from six 
to eight months old. Broilers wjeigh- 
Ing about one pound are In great de- 
mand as their flesh is then tender and 
somewhat "gamey." 
Old birds are 
dr\% tough and tasteless. 
They should 
be marketfed with the feathers on the

Ponds should not be built In the 
winter or spring. H. B. Walker, state 
drainage engineer at the Kansas Ag- 
ricultural college, gives several rea- 
sons for his belief that It Is not prof- 
itable to make ponds at this time of 
the year. 
They should be made in 
the summer or fall, he says. The 
ground 
is naturally 
loose 
in the 
spring, he points out. and embank- 
ments that have not had time to set- 
tle will be In grave danger of being 
washed out by the spring freshets. 
If embankments are made while there 
is frost In the ground there is a chance 
for the water to find a way through 
when the frost melts out of the em- 
bankment In the spring. 


A dam made in 'the summer or fall 
usually has a much better

than the one made In the spring or 
winter. The rains that come at that 
time of year are not likely to be so 
dashing as the spring nilns.

The Farm Wood Lot 


During the years that have passed 
many men have 
been 
engaged In 
fighting 
the forest, cutting and clear- 
ing land of timber, preparing it for 
the plow. 
In other words, making 
farms and homes. 
The work 
still 
continues in the heavily timbered sec- 
tions. 


Much bad judgment was used in the 
early 
clearing, 
often 
rather 
steep, 
hillsides were denuded of timber and 
the soil put under the plow, while In" 
many Instances more level 
portions 
of the farm were left in timber. Wash- 
ing soon followed the cultivation of 
such rough tracts, and today many 
of them are badly scared by deep 
gullies and much of the surface soil 
has been carried away. 


Ever>' farm should have a small 
wood lot. 
Forestry on the farm la 
today an Important feature of agri* 
culture and ought to receive consié» 
erate 
attention 
from 
farmers. 
A 
wood lot is very convenient to havs^ 
not only,as a source of fuel in times 
of scarce and high priced coal as a t 
present, but to furnish fence posts 
and timber for various uses and to 
add 
beauty to the landscape and 
premises, afford shade, shelter and 
comfort to a large extent for all the 
occupants of the farm. 


Those who are clearing lands In tha 
newer sections are not apt to prop- 
erly consider the subject In their de- 
sire to get rid of the timber, but 
there w^ill come a time when they will 
wish they had been more considerate 
not only of their own welfare, but 
that of their children. The day Is at

SELIS BATTERIES TO U. S. 


Thomas A. Edison Company to Supply 
Gon Firers to Battleships. 


New York, Sept. 16.—Thomas A. Edi- 
son, Inc., has just closed. a contract to 
supply 365 ftun flringr batteries to the 
United States government for use tn 
battleships, according to announcement 
made by M. R. Hutchinson, chief engi- 
neer of the Edison laboratories in Wèst 
Qrange, N. J. The batteries arc similar 
to the nickle-steel-iiotash type recently 
gold by Mr. Edison to the govemmónt 
for submarinea. 


"The battery that fires a big gun on 
a battleship IS on6 of the most import- 
ant parts of ft battleship's equipment," 
Mr."Hutchinson said. "The call for bids 
specified that the manufacturer agreed 
to pay the gbvernment dotible the ptir- 
chase price of the battery if it failed or 
deteriorated in eight years. Mr. Edison 
was the only manufacturer who would 
bid under these terms."

TSAR'S RULE 


Teutonic Residents of- Rus- 


sia Comprised a Mighty 


Multitude. 


(Bulletin). 


Washington. IX C.. Sept. Ifl.—"Hun- 


dreds of thousands of Germans were liv- 
ing uuder the scepter of the Tsiif when 
the world-war broke out, tin: Teutonic 
subjects of Russia being greater many 
times in number than the combined Ger- 
man sojourners of all the other allied 
nations," according to a bulletin just is- 


d by the National Geographic society. 


"Until very recent years, the condition 
of these German colonists in Kussia. was 
that of favored 
citi/.ens, of citixens 


specially entrusted with the work 
of 


developing the <:inpirc. With the strong 
revival of the Great Rusfli»n policy, that 
of the Hussilication of the whole miw- 
ster land, however. German schools were 
suppressed and other 
measures were 


adopted toward making the Teutonic 
citizens good Slavs. 


"The Tsar's German subjects formed 


a much more important element 
In 


Hussia than 
is generally 
considered. 


From their ranks were recruited 
the 


model artisans and peasant proprietors, 
while they furnished a significant quota 


the ranks of Russia's professional 


men, business men and technical work- 
ers. Oescendanls of the German colon- 
ists who xverc brought into the empire 
by f'atberine the Great, herself a Ger- 
man princess, were prominent lawyers, 
university teachers, scientists, engineers, 
army leaders, captains of industry and 
of commerce, and members of the Rus- 
sian bureaucracy and diplomatic corps. 


"For generations, these German col- 


onists and their Sla.v neighbors have 
gotten along amicably with one another. 
Their attitude, on both sides, has been 
one of tolerance and good nature. The. 
German language served as a medium of 
communication everywhere, whether at 
Pctrograd or Vladivostock. at Archangel 
or Kherson. .The colonists mostly per- 
sisted in the use of their mother tongue; 
sent their children to German schools; 
celebrated their 
religion in Lutheran 


churches, presided over by the old- 
type German-Lutheran pastors, and kept 
to the customs which they brought with 
them from Saxony, from Bavaria and 
from Westphalia. 


"Russian Germans were divided into 


four classes: The/ colonists, the business 
classes, the intellectuals and the nobil- 
ity. 
The German nobility, the owners 


of vast estates, were mostly confined 
lo the Baltfc .provinces. The history of 
their services to the land of their adop- 
tion forms no unimportant. pa,rt 
in 


Russian annals. 
On the other hand. 


Russia has been la.vish with her favors 
to her German citizens. 
Oourland, Li- 


vonia and Esthonia. were the provincial 
EPata of the powerful Teutonic Russian 
nobility, old German families with an- 
cestral lines clear 
through centuries. 


They have filled the high places in Rus- 
sian st^ato honorably and ably, 
and 


there hag never been any question of 
their loyalty. 
Practically all of them 


were Lutherans. 


"The intellectuals—lawyers, 
doctors, 


artists, engineers, scientists, architects, 
pastors, and so on—, and the business 
classes of Germans in Russian dornim 
io_ns, formed the Tsar's most important 
division of Teutonic subjects. In many 
of the towns, the German intellectuals 
furnished occupants for all the, best 
posts, while, from the ranks of 'the same 
people came a preponderating number 
of the millionaires. Teutonic, tradesmen. 


manufacturers and travelers, have been 
busied in the development of every cor- 
ner of the empire. Before the war, they 
were to be found in all parts of the 
fond doing a thriving business. 


"The German colonists were agricul- 


turists. 
They were tirst brought into 


Russia by Catherine the (ii'eat, in the 
hope that they would serve 8s teachers 
of better and more scientific farming to> 
their new fellow 
citizens, and vast; 


jzranls of land were made to them. Ona 
belt of settlement reaches down the 
Volga valley, 
from 
Tver, branching 


south from the Volga to Kharkof. Many 
privileges were given to these ssttlers, 
and tlieir colonies rapidly grew rich. 
Many villages were planted with fruit 
trees; their farms were operated with 
Gf-rmanic thrift and attention to busi- 
ness, and the moro advanced m»thnds 
of agriculture in use in their old home? 
were put into practice. 
Their 
Slav 


neighbor*, in many cases, profited by 
example and learned much from Teu- 
tonic management. ' The position of $)• 
colonist, however, was Jietter than thato 
of his neighbor. lie was never a serf, 
but a peasant proprietor: and. therefore, 
he enjoyed a many years' handicap over 
the Russian peasant. Tt is these colon- 
ists in Central Russia.who have been 
the backbone nnd the sinew of Russian 
agriculture.

Your State Fair? 


If you are going to the fair, plan 


to visit the things that deal with the 
line you are following In farming. If 
you are Interested In hops, pay especial 
attention to the hog section of the fair. 
Study the breeds that are there, and 
study especially the men who have 
raised these hogs. 
Ask them the 


methods they have used to produce 
prize-winners, and see if some of their 
methods cannot profitably be Intro- 
duced on your farm. 


Visit the machinery exhibit. 
More 


complex and specialized farm machin- 
ery is shown at the state fairs even' 
year, and even a man who always 
attends the*tate fair usually can learn 
something: new. 
If you don't have a 


water supply system on your farm, 
pay especial attention to the water 
supply machinery that will be shown. 
Ask the men in charge all about the 
methods of operation, and the way the 
machinery is installed. 
You will bo 


surprised, unless you have Investigated 
the proposition, to find how easily the 
systems are to put In and operate, and 
how cheap they are. 
There .ire some 


mighty good water systems on the 
market today that are not expensive. 


And if you are Interested In dairy- 


ing, you have a splendid opportunity 
to set some of the best methods of 
handling dairy cattle. 
Find out the 


methods the owners use of keeping 
dairy records, how often they use the 
Babcock test, and the sanitary meth- 
ods they use with the milk vessels. 
Get familiar with the makes of sep- 
arators and churns, and the whole 
proposition of handling milk from 
start to finish. If there is a milking: 
machine at the fair, be sure you see 
It In operation, and Inquire If the use 
of the machine has any effect on the 
mflk flow. 


And no matter what you are inter- 


»sted tn. pay especial attention to your 
Bpecla-1 line, and get the methods that 
•were used to get the results. And 
then see if some of thoee methods 
cannot profitably be used on your 
farm. For that is the mission and use 
if agricultural fairs.

Per unit of work done this 


power costs moro than twice- what it 
should cost. Tho full utilization of the 
power actually available would Uius 
reduce materially the cost of produc- 
ing" crops. Tho cost of keeping1 a work 
horse l» on the average* about ?13fi a 
year. 
The avnra?* utilization of th« 


horse is about 12.10 hours a year, at 
an hourly cost of 10 cents per hour. 
If we double the number of hours* 
work the horso does—and this can be 
done without injury to tho animal— 


reduce the hourly cost to five cents.

used as food for wild ducks in locali- 
ties where now they are not grown, 
and this will be a strong Inducement 
for the ducks to congregate In sec- 
tions wh**r« thfty are unknown at this 
time. 


Mnsk Grass. 


The small tubers of musk grasa 


arc eaten in Inrse numbers; more than 
1000 
were contained In tho stomach 


of one goMeneye and more than 1500 
In that of a pintail duck. 
However, 


all parts of musk grasses are eaten. 
In 
September, stomachs of ducks 


found in North Carolina, contained 52 
per cent of musk grasa; October. 90 
per cent. 


Probably no part of the United 


States entirely lacks re prison ta fives of 
these jorrassps. 
They 
require lime. 


however, and hpnce rpach their best 
development in regions where that 
mineral is plentiful. 


Musk grasses hptong to the grpnt 


group of plants which Include forms 
known an frog spit, greon slime, nftd 
jseawoods. 
Most of the musk grasses 


live In fresh water. 
Th<*s*> plants are- 


translucent and fragile, dull groen In 
color, and aro often incrusted with 
llmo. 
This has given them ono of 


th**lr common nairn-a. llmewe^d. Other 
names are stone-wort, fine moss (Mich- 
igan), oyptrr grass and nigger wool 
(North Carolina), and skunk grass 
(Massachusetts). Thn latter namo and 
tho name musk grass, refer to a strong 
odor given ofC by n mass of the plants 
when freshly taken from the water. 


Froghlt. 


FTogbtt la an abundant Inhabitant 


of some of tho shallow cypress-mar- 


lakes In Louisiana. It produces 


spherical fruits filled with gelatinous 
matter in which are a multitude of 
seeds, eagerly sought by ducks. Nearly 
18 per cent of the food of 308 mal- 
lards collected In that locality from 
October to March, inclusive, consisted 
of these seeds. From 8,000 to 10,000 
were found in each of several stom- 
achs 
and 
one 
contained 
32.000.

The evidence is 


sufficient to show that thnlia'nas great 
possibilities as a wild-duck food. The 
eeds are large and nutritions and 
are borne In great abundance. The 
leaf Is much like that of canna, and 
may measure 6 Inches wide and 15 
Inches long- The plant is native from 
Florida to southern Arkansas and 
Texas, and doubtless It will thrive as 
far north as South Carolina and Mis- 
souri. 


Water Elm. 


That trees should produce food for 


wild ducks Is at first thought surpris- 
ing, but many do. as oaks, thorns. 
hollies, ashes, hackbcrrles and others; 
none Is of mora value for this pur- 
pose, however, than the water elm. 


Tho range of the water elm extends 


from the lower Wabash \-aIley In In- 


closer than, that existing: between the 
noted fresh-water pair, tho canvas- 
back duck and wild cherry. All nor- 
mal stomach contents of the common 
brant thus far examined consisted ex- 
clusively of eel-grass. 


Eel-grass consists of bunches of long 


tape-like leaves which rise from a 
jointed-flbrous-rooted creeping stem. 
The leaves grow in small bundle* from 
the end of the root-stock or its 
branches, and may reach a length of 
6 feet. 


This plant grows only In salt water. 


In North America It Is found from 
Greenland to the Gulf of Mexico, and 
from Alaska to southern California. 
It is common along: shores facing the

Knowledge of the Importance of 


watercress as a duck food Is derived 
entirely from breeders of wild ducks. 
who almost without exception consider 
It a x-aluahle plant for a duck farm. 
Not only is H relished, but It ts said 
to grow so fast In some places that 
the ducks can not eat it out. Water- 
cress occurs practically throughout tho 
entire United States. 


Watercress Is usually propagated 


by seed, which may bo obtained from 
most seedsmen. 
Tho plant is easily 


transplanted by cuttings. It grow* In 
springs, brooks, small streann and 
shallow ponds. Waters In which It Is 
found are usually cool and have some 
current. 
It may be sown in similar 


situations at any time during spring 
or summer. 


The preparation of fruit In arises for 


exposition purposes Is only success- 
fully accomplished fcy a few -who have 
made a study of it -There are certain 
fixed formulas in use, and practtc* 
makes perfect. 


The essential reautoitea to succeat 


follow: 


It is very necessary that the frolt 


be first properly prepared. 
Do not 


handle the fruit with the bare hands, 
wear a pair of soft woolen gloves; 
clip the fruit from the vine or tree. 
leaving the stem. Wash It under a 
spray or hose of cold water to re- 
move. all dust or foreign matter;. hang 
by the a tern until thoroughly dry* 
Be sure to select perfect epecfmens. 
placing them in the preserving liquid 
24 to 48 hours. 
Before thoroughly 


ripened have yonr jar* cleaned and 
ready, also preserving liquids proper- 
ly prepared before gathering your 
fruit 
After fruits are prepared set 


In a cool, dark place. Always use dis- 
tilled or boliod water, but never rala 
water. 


Don't get discouraged If th« first 


attempt does not prove successful, but 
keep experimenting until you do suc- 
ceed. Don't fail to properly label the 
specimens, giving name, variety, wher* 
and by whom produced. 


The formulas follow: 
For berries and all fruits — Clear 


water, white keroslne is frequently 
used with good results with straw- 
berries, blackberries, raspberries and 
currants. 
B© sure that no drops of 


water remain on the berries. 


All fruits and vegetables — To every 


gallon of water add one-half ounce 
corrosive sublimate. This ha* glvsn 
good satisfaction -with nearly all kinds 
of fruit and vegetables and should It 
become clouded or dim can be re- 
newed- Must be handled with caution.

available, then a mixture of 12 pounds 
of timothy, 8 pounds of common red 
clover, 4 pounds of mammoth clover, 
e-nd 4 pounds of alsike may be seeded. 


The grasses should be seeded in tho 


fall with the winter grain and the 
clovers In early spring when the frost 
goes out, or both may he aeedod to- 
gether with the spring grain. 
If a 


grass-seed attachment to tho grain 
drill Is not available, the seed may 
be mixed In the proper proportions 
with the grain in the grain box and 
allowed to run down the grain tube 
with the grain. 


The timothy and clover will be avail- 


able for hay the first year after the 
grain is cut. 
By the third year a 


good permanent sod will be secured 
that, if properly cared for, will Im- 
prove with age. 
Suoh pastures will 


not produce munh feed during periods 
of intensive drought, but If they have 
been properly cared fnr will begin to 
grow again as -soon as rains come. To 
avoid as much as possible the Injury 
from drought It is pp:-ior.tial that pas- 
tures be not grazwrt too closely. There 
should be a good preen rover or 
"grass mulch" in order to protect the 
roots from the hot sun.

those vHrletles having a tender flesh 
or skin. Bruises mean not only an un- 
attrartive appearance, but a real waste 
of fruit by having to cut out

bruleed tissue. 
Probably the greatest 


damage from bruises, however, results 
from the fact, that the bruises furnish 
an entrance for fungus or rot spores. 
These spores, or "fungus seeds," are 
as fine as dust and float In the air. If 
they happen to lodge on a bruised or 
broken spot on Um apple, they take 
root and grow and spread through 
the apple, causing it to rot. Wrapping 
or covering the apple may not always 
protect It, as th*» spores may have 
lodged on the apple before It was 
picked. However, if the skin and flesh 
of the apple ran he knpt intact, and 
not bruised or broken, there is not 
rmirh danger of the fungus or rot find- 
ing its way into the applfi. 


To prevent bruising, apples should 


not be dropped or thrown into a 
bucket, box or barrel, nnd in pouring 
from ono VPSSO! to another cnro should 
be taken that the apples are «ts closd 
as possible to the bottom of tho vessel 
In which you are placing them before 
tho pouring begins. 
If a pail is used 


to pick In. it should be small enough 
to lower into the boxes and. even then 
holding back the apples with the 
hands Is a pood Idea, as it breaks the 
fall and lessens the bruising* No apple 
which falls from the tree should be 
allowed to go Into the first grade 
apples. 


First-class fruit In first-class shape 


will probably develop an inquiry for 
more- of the same kind. 


There Is almost as much in the 


selling of apples as In the growing. 
Watch the markets and always have 
your fruit ready to sell when the 
prices are most favorable. 


It is folly to spend years In bring- 


ing up a good orchard ar.d then allow 
the buyers to come In and take them 
at their own price. 


Of course it pays well to raise fancy 


apples If all the details of packing 
and selling are attended to. but it 
must be remembered that the bulk of 
the fruit consumed is of the standard 
variety. 


When apples are shipped from the 


orchard In bulk the packer makes a 
very nice profit in sorting and packing 
In clean boxes or barrels—a thing the

typical condition? on the farms. In the 
country store, and during transporta- 
tion, are given here. 


The field chosen for the work was 


one where the production and market- 
ing of eggs was an important factor, 
a location where the co-operation of 
several farmers could be secured, and 
a town that was far enough from a 
central collecting point so that the 
effect of typical transportation condi- 
tions could be observed. 
The eggs 


were collected at a stated time each 
day from several farms, and every 
egg. fertile or Infertile, was supposed 
to be absolutely fresh when entered 
in the experiments. 


The different tests Included keeping 


cgga In dwelling house. In cyclone 
cave. In nests provided for laying hens, 
eggs placed under sjtting hen, under 
corncrlb, in nest in weeds or under- 
brusji. In nest in st.rawsta.ck, and in 
stolen nests for periods varying from 
two to seven days. 


The tests emphasized the fact that 


infertile, eggrs keep better than fertile. 
One-third of the annual loss In eggs 
is due to "blood rings." A blood ring 
Is caused by the development and sub- 
sequent death of the embryo of a fer- 
tile egg subjected to hent. No embryo 
can develop In an infertile egg, no 
matter how long It may be subjected 
to heat. 
Unless cooled at once and 


kept cool, a fertile cpe? will spoil in 
hot weather almost as quickly as raw 
milk. 


Some of the loss due to "rots" and 


"spots" is caused by oonUmination in 
the nest and is largely, if not entirely, 
preventable.

was found that:

laying for nearly three months. They 
are. likely to Keep this up for two 
months yet. 


We have a brood of young guineas 


that are growing nicely—they are a 
cross between the pearl and the white 
guinea, and are growing better than 
we ever got either full-blood to do. 


I never liked the idea of crossing 


breeds, but a cross seems to increase 
the vitality of the guinea.

guinea nests, but our guineas have 
never gone far from the house to 
make their nests. 
Sometimes they 


lay in the hen nests In the poultry 
house. 


They range long distances from the 
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house during the day In search of 
food, hut come near the house to lay.

to eight months old. Broilers weigh- 
ing about one pound are in great de- 
mand aw their flesh Is then tender and 
somewhat "gamey."

Wash- 
Ing eoon followed the cultivation of 
such rough tracts, and today many 
of them are badly scared by deep 
gullies and much of the surface soil 
has been carried away.

culture and ought to receive consl4» 
erate attention from farmers. 
A 


wood lot is very convenient to have. 
not only as a source of fuel In time* 
of scarce and high priced coal as at 
present, but to furnish fence post* 
and timber for various uses and to 
add beauty to the landscape and 
premises, afford shade, shelter and 
comfort to a large extent for all th« 


L 
occupants of the farm. 


Those who are clearing lands In th€ 


newer sections are not apt to prop- 
erly consider the subject in their de- 
sire to get rid of the timber, bul 
there will come a time when they will 
wish they had been more considerate 
not only of their own welfare, but 
that of their children. The day Is at 
hand when men who are looking fo* 
farms want a nice grove of tr«ea 
thereon and will pay more for • 
farm with this feature ftian otherwise. 


A woodlot properly cared for will 


continue to grow and produce sufft- 
cient for tho' needs of the farm for 
a time. And a little study of the sub- 
ject of forestry will greatly aid In 
maintaining the tra<$ In good condi- 
tion.
